BILL TO EXCLUDK TJIE CHINESE. 


A NATIONAL MEETING AT OCALA, 


FLORIDA. 


The Objects Partially Outlined by 


President Polk—They De- 


mand Recognition. 


OCALA, Fla., December 2.—The Farm- 


ers' Alliance and Industrial Union met 
at noon. President Polk delivered the 
annual address, which congratulated the 
alliance on its achievements eince the 
ast meeting. He reviewed the causes 
of agricultural depression, and declared 
his depression an anomaly to the student 
of industrial progress. "Retrogression in 
American agriculture," he said, "means 
national decay, and powerful and prom- 
sing as is this young giant republic, yet 
ts power and glory touch not degreda- 
ion of American farmers." Ia his re- 
marks upon the proposed national legte- 
ative council. President Polk said an 
organization of this kind would wield a 
>ower which would enforce the respect 
of any legislative body to which it might 
appeal. Outlining the future financial 
policy of alliance, Polk said it would de- 
mand the restoration of silver, to allow 
rights and equalities of legal tender, 
which gold possesses, iEsae of govern- 
ment currency direct to the people, 
equalization of tasea, prohibition of 


ieu ownership of land, ownership and 


:ontrol of transportation linea by the 
jovernmeut, limit of public revenues, to 
economic administration of the govern- 
ment, graduated taxation of incomes 
and election of United States senators 
ijy direct vote. 


President Foulks, of tho South Da- 


tota Alliance, made a short address, 
speaking forcibly upon the breaking 
down of sectional lines. An old union 
eoldjer from Indiana moved that all ex- 
soldiers in the hall who endorsed these 
sentimenls.rise. Forty or fifty stood up 
amid the wildest enthusiasm. Then an 
ex-soldier from Wisconsin called upon 
ill th« union men to give three cheers 
br old confederates in the Alliance. 
They were given with a will, after which 
the confederates returned tbe compli- 
ment in a manner that left no doubt as 
to the genuineness of their feelings. 


OCALA, Fla., December 2.—The alli- 


ance opened the first business session to- 
night, and from now on all the sessions 
will be secret. The annual meeting of 
tbe National Colored Farmers' Alliance 
will bo held to-morrow. The organiza- 
tion embraces twenty-two states and hai 
a membership of over a million.

Prof. Hdaton at the Oleander School 


Saturday Evening. 


«M tft« ItMi4 Mltaa «t SuQi*r. 
At the Oleander schoolhouse, Saturday 


evening, Prof. Iloaton, Superintendent 
of the public schools of Fresno, delivered 
the first of a series of lectures, the Pro- 
fwflor's subject being "Pictures." 
Thia 


course of lectures will extend through 
the winter and spring. A smsll fee is 
charged which will go toward the pur- 
chasing of cases, etc., for geological, 
botanical and otker specimens. Prof. 
Harris of the Oleander school deserves 
much credit for his energy and public 
ipirit in arranging for them lectures. 
A. n*mber of Fresno people were present 
at lait night's lecture. Prof. Heaton 
•aid in substance: 


Education should embrace the whole, 


being Psychologists classify our mental 
powers,under three heads—intellect, will 
ind sensibility. Each of these should hare 
its training; the culture of tbe intellect 
ia well provided for in our school course. 
Tbe will ihould receive a larger share of 
attention, both at home and in school, 
strengthen the power of constant appli- 
cation. An animal is directed bj the im- 
pulse of 'the moment; we are endowed 
with tbe power of making a forecast; se- 
lecting under tbe guidance of conscience 
and reason, the object we would attain, 
and a well trained will holds us to the 
course, prevents our being drawn aside 
by the motive of the hour or the place. 
Too few people have a purpose in life. 


Not enough ia done for the proper cul- 


tivation of the flensibility—wasting of 
the passions, development of proper feel- 
ings, a sense of obligation, responsibility 
and dnty tbe highest training of esthetic 
taste. On the last subject I wish to 
speak, having the loan of a set of pic- 
tures to illustrate the subject. 


We are surrounded on all sides by ob- 


jects of beauty—common objects—fall of 
beauty if we but see it, tbe over chang- 
ing clouds, tbe flowers, the birds, the 
landscape, tha aUrry heavens. 


An interest in these things is often 


first awakened by a study of the modes 
of representing them; this leads to a 
closer study of tbe objects themaelvea. 
So each in turn addsane-winterestto tbe 
other. 
"First follow nature and your judgment frame, 
By her jnst standard, whiraiietill tha urns." 


The study of graphic representations 


of nature leads me to study and enjov 
the few pictures of nature in literature. 
Who cannot flee the pictures in Gray's 
familiar lines? 
"The curfew toll tho knell of parting day. 
The lowing herd irladi slowJy o'er tuo let, 
Tho plowman homeward plods his we*ry WAT, 
And le»tcs [he world to darknuu and to me,'1 


The study of few pictures leads to the 


study of single word pictures and to 
mind pictures, figurative language. This 
prepares the war for the appreciation of 
tbe highest of nil human arts—poetry.

ings, wood engravings, andotchicga; dfa- 
cuesed some of the great artists in each 
department and illustrated his remarks 
with about fifty pictures, some of them 
very rare, tho Parinesi etchings boing 
over 150 years old.

A CHAT WITH MR. TOMBS.

During the past year, or rather last win- 
ter, we did a largeamount of street grad- 
ing all over the city. That work, of 
course, iri paid for by tbe property-own- 
ers themselves and bnt little comes di- 
rectly out of the city funde.

Last year we kept on 
grading until too lale in tho year, and 
many of tbe streets which were graded 
late were dusty all the year through. I 
do think we will stir the ground on any 
street this year after tho first of March. 
When we do it is impossible to get 
enough water on tbe street to keep the 
duat down. However, having leas work 
to do and considerably less to do with, 
we will hardly be called upon to con- 
tinue tbe work longer than March Ut. 


"In the fire department we will find 


ourselves a little short of funds. Wo 
have tbe chemical engine ordered and it 
might be here early in January. We 
have a good nupply of hose and if we can 
securely house the chemical I think wo 
will be doing pretty well. It would not 
hurt to have more alarm boxes and more 
hydrants bnt as the funds are short I be- 
lieve we ought to ho satisfied with tbe 
work we have accomplished thus far. 


"The sewer system is in excellent 


shape at present. It wag put in last 
winter,also. Some of itwns commenced 
as early as August of last year and con- 
tinned on through the winter. I believe 
we have the boat syetem on tbe coast 
tor a town of this size. It ia called the 
rnnning water system and is being con- 
stantly flushed from 
tbo city water

W. C. Einmett, the United State 


Consul at Smyrna, haa made an inter- 
eating report on tho cultivation of the 
3g in Smyrna, which is embodied in a 
voluminous and interesting volume just 
iubHshed by the state department.

The transplanting of 
Ireea from their own orchard, even for a 
short distance, makes them give fruit ol 
Jntirely a different flavor and nature, 
ft has been luggested to me that if some 
grower will prow seedlings from the fruit 
)f young trees grown from Smyrna eat- 
ings, tbe chances of American fig- 
growers will be greatly enhanced, and, 
lerhaps in time eclipse ono of the staple 
articles of this country.

RESULT OF COBOSRR'S INQUEST. 


The Victim of the Drunken Consta- 


lusane fiafft Laifl at K 


in the Selma Graveyard. 


The interest in tbe inquest upon the 


remains of Canfiold occupied the entire 
attention of S-irger yesterday morning 


The pvEt-inoitem examination haa 


hten held on tbe preceding evening, thi 
faeta adduced there being found in thi 
testimony of the physicians given below 


The inquest had been set for 9 o'clock 


and the jurymen previously summone< 
were promptly on hand, and were tin 
panelled aa follows: J. W. Evans. D 
H. LaffertT, W. M. Foster, T. A. Oilea 
A. K. Ball, F. H. Ohamplin, William 
Maze. Z. B. Brown and M. B. Day. 


The jury were taken to the remains 


af«r which they returned to Brown 
stone's hall, where the inquisition waa 
held. 
Doctors Sponogle and Hopkins were 


first flwom, and testified to baviag made 
the poat-mortem crimination on the 
preceding evening. 


We made the post-mortem examina 


tion last evening. 
Found the body 


badly discolored and considerably emac 
iated. The discoloration was upon th 
ripht side of the body, alone the bad 
aud over the right breaat. A ballet bad 
entered the back about tbe eleventh 
rib, shattering it to some extent, aa< 
had made its exit between tho thin 
and fourth ribs, nearer the ahoulder 
Tbe bullet had been, extracted from th 
upper and inner forearm near 
tbe 


shoulder. 
Oa opening the body w 


found that the bullet had cut its way 
through the lung, ranging upward for- 
ward anrf to the rieht. It had passei 
t lirough 
both 
upper 
and 
lowe 


lobes 
of the right 
lung 
formi 


a bad lung wound. 
Through th 


.entire course of the ballet gangrene wa 
found. Tbe lirer was greatly enlarged 
weighing probably six or seven pounds 
The heart covering tbe pericardium, wa: 
Hteatly inflamed. The other vital or 
153DB were in good condition. In on 
udgment death was caused by gangren 
and the inflammation of the pericardium 


The doctors thought that the WOOD 


waa not necessarily fatal, that in man 
cases persona had recovered with aa ba 
or worse wounda. 


Dr. Sponogle had found indication 


that the patient had been oomowha 
neglected, but he did not know how th 
wound had been treated, and therefore 
could not aay that tbe treatment was 
wrong. 


The immediate causa of death wa 


gangrene and peritonitis. The gaugrem 
had been caused by the wound. Thi 
treatment in all anch cases is anticeptic 
for the pnrpose of preventing the collec- 
tion of gangrene. He could not tel 
whether that treatment had been user 
or not. If properly nsed the gangrene 
in worse caies had been kept down. 


THOUGHT THE WOUND FATAL. 


Dr. 6. W. Williams was next sworn 


Realties in Sanger and practlcee medi 
cine. Was called to treat deceased and 
did so part of tbe time daring his lost 
ticknesQ. Had seen him a short time 
prior to hin death. Had made several 
examinations of the wound and consid- 
ered it a wound which would ordinarily 
causa death. The immediate cause of 
death in such a case would be from heart 
failure, exhaustion or the sloughing of 
the wonud. By heart failure is meant 
the refusal of the mnscles of the heart to 
perform the necessary functions of circu- 
lation. 


The hall entered the back at the elev- 


enth rib, which it fractured, about two 
inches to the right of tbe spinal column. 
It phased inward and upward through 
the lower and upper lobe of the righi 
lung and passed out of the pleura! 
cavity at 
about 
the fourth rib, 


fracturing 
it 
a little. 
The 
ball 


waa imbedded in the muscle near tbe 
armpit below the clavicle in the fronl 
part of the body. Waa not presem 
when the ball was removed by Dr. 
Bams- The gunshot wound was of Heel; 
sufficient to have caused death. Was 
not called to attend deceased until about 
a week after the wound was received, 
Saw nothing externally then to indicate 
that the wound had not been properly 
treated. Ii there had been any lack, o 
proper treatment, could have determine! 
tbe aame at the tune of the examination 
After the first time called witness saw 
the patient every day. His treatment 
waa each aa is usually given in each 
caees. It was purely anUseptical treat 
ment of the wound and caring for the 
body in other particnlara. The cause o 
the man's death was echanation and in 
flamatien of the pericardium, both aris- 
ing from the wonnd. Antiseptic treat 
meat IB for tbe purpose of preventing 
poisoning by using carbolized water, «nc 
lor cleansing the wound hypo-tralphite o 
soda internally. The carbolized water 
waah for the wound had been uaed prior 
to witness being called, but not tha other 
antiseptics. 


TESTIMONY OF OKI THB TV9HEK. 


Leo. Wilson, one of the womea who 


has been prominently mentioned in the 
case, waa called: Reside in Sander and 
have for about two weeka. 
Did no) 


know the deceased. We'd never met 
Oanfield until that night. Waa in the 
ballwav of the bouse in the south -part 
of town, where I now reside, when the 
•hooting took place. Canneld was also 
in the hall. Was about four feet from 
the front door to the left as you enter. 
Oanfield waa near the door and in the 
central portion of thi hall, and only 
about three feet from the entrance. lie 
waa going back in the hall when he wai 
ihota. Don't think be had been out of 
the house. His face W*H toward the 
rear of the hall. Did not speak until'he 
aaid that he waa shot. Witness heard 
two Bhote while standing in the ball. 
One of them stuck in tbe hall- Don't 
know who else waa in the hall. Two 
other men, witneta believed, were with 
Lane in the doorway, or just outaide. 
Had never aeen either of them before, 
and did not hear them say anything. 
They did not have revolvera, and after 
the first two shots think they went away. 
There were some other shots fired, I 
think two more, afterwarde. 
Don't 


think that Canneld ehot and did not see 
him have a revolver. If he had did not 
aee it 
Only heard him Bay that he 


was ahot. Saw only the firat shot. The 
man who fired the ehot was standing 
right by CanGeld's eide. CUnfield did 
not drop. The man then stepped bade. 
He waa a large man wearing a black 
slouch hat, and a black and white 
muffler. 


When the man firat came in the hall 


he said he wanted every man in the 
houee. He took hold of Mr. Canneld. 
As the two went out I think Canfield 
took hold of the pistol.

Did not eee him shoot Can 
field. Would not swear that I eaw bin 
do any shooting.

The shots were fired 
from towards tbe Chinahouse. It wa 
not a dark night. The shots were firec 
in my direction, but the bullets did no 
hit me. Heard the hammer click and 
dropped. 
Heard the bullets whistle, 


was near the steps in front of the bouse 
I could hear the click and bear a man 
apeak. Heard some one Bay: "There" 
the s— of ab— I'm after," or "There1 
another •— of a b—." I heard the die] 
of the gun and dropped, the bullets pass 
ing over me.

THE VERDICT.

of vpiy high importance, and eays that 
thereaultfl of tine legislation will bo the 
quickening aod enlargement of our man- 
ufacturing industries, larger ami hatter 
markets for our brentlBtuffa fttt'l provi- 
sions, both at home and abroad; the 
moro constant employment and batter 
wages for oar working people, and au in- 
creased supply of safe currency for the 
transaction of bueineES. The president 
further says: "I do not doubt thataonie 
of the measures were enacted at so late 
a period that the beneficial effects upon 
commerce, which were in tl't* i-j:itempla- 
tionof cougrefla.^havoasTtt t.ut paitially 
manifested themselves." 
MERCHANDISE BALANCES IK OUR KAVOR. 


For many years prior to 188S the mer- 


chandise balances had been largely in 
our favor, but during that year and the 
'ear following they turned against ua. 
.t IB very gratifying to know that the 
last fiscal year shows a balance in our 
favor of ?G8,000,OGO. The bank clearings 
show that tbe increase in volume of busi- 
ness waa very general throughout the 
country during the past year, and that 
failures were greatly reduced in number. 
Tho president states that the value of ex* 
ports of domestic merchandise daring 
last year exceeded any preceding year 
by $115,000,000, and waa only exceeded 
once in the history of our country. One 
hundred millions of this excess was in 
agricultural products. The depression 
in prices of agricultural products has 
been greatly relieved and a buoyant and 
hopeful feeling is beginning to be felt. 


THE MCJCINLKY TARIFV BILL. 


On the subject of the tariff bill adopted 


by the present congrees the President 
says that owing to its recent passage its 
permanent effect upon trade and prices 
ia still largely a matter of conjecture. 
He notes that the advance in prices in 
certain 
articles 
which 
was hastily 


ascribed to the tariff bill was due to 
other causes, among which be mentions 
the silver bill, which gave an upward 
tsndency to trade. On this subject the 
President further eaye that it would be 
neither wise nor just to reopen the sub- 
ject of tariff reform until the present law 
has had a fair trial. Every tariff sched- 
ule is subject to objections. No bill was 
ever framed that in alt its rates and 
classifications has had the full approval 
of even a party caucus. Such bills are 
always the result of a. compromise, bat 
in its general scope and effect the pres- 
ent law will justify the support of those 
who believe that American legislation 
should preserve and defend American 
trade and wages. Experience will cor- 
rect the misinformation as to the terms 
of the act that has been widely dissemi- 
nated at home and abroad. 


LARGER AND PROFITABLE FOREIGN TRADE. 


Already the reports of the custom 


houses show that the supposed probable 
effect of the legislation is now justified. 
The imports for New York fSr the first 
three weeks in November were nearly 8 
per cent greater than for the same period 
in 1889 aod 29 per cent greater than in 
1888. The President says: 
"I confi- 


dently believe under the present law we 
shall secure a larger and more profitable 
participation in foreign trade than we 
hate ever enjoyed, ana that we Bhall re- 
cover a proportionate participation in 
the ocean carrying trade of the world." 
Foreign criticism may be rejected, as 
their interests are diametrically opposed 
to oura, and while not desiring to injure 
other nations we must first look out for 
the United States. 
THH B'ECIPROCAL CLAUSB OP TARIFF DILL. 


Tho Executive haa constantly kept in 


mind the duty of using every meana in 
his power to extend snd develop the for- 
eign markets for our products, especially 
farm products. "We are nnder no ditad- 
vautage in any. foreign market, save that 
we pay bettor'wages than are paid else- 
where, better abstractly and better rela- 
tively to the cost of living. Still there 
is a largely increased foreign trade opon 
to ua without bartering onr home mar- 
ket of such products as onr people can 
supply. The reciprocity clause of the 
tariff act wisely and in effect opens the 
way to secaro a large reciprocal trade in 
exchange for the free adimsaiou to our 
ports of certain products. The right of 
independent nations to make reciprocity 
of trade concessions is well established 
and does not impair either tho comity 
due other powers of what is known as 
the favored nation clause GO generally 
found in commercial treaties. What is 
given to one for an adequate and agreed 
consideration cannot be claimed by an- 
other to bo freely given. The state of 
thp revenue was such that we could dis- 
pense with any import duties upon cof- 
fee, taa, hides and ttie lower grades of 
angar and molasses. That the largo ad- 
vantages resulting to countries prodnc- 
ing and exporting these articles by plac- 
ing them on the free list entitled us to 
expect a fair return in the way of cus- 
toms concessions upon articles exported 
by ua to them, was BO obvious that to 
have gratuitously abandoned this oppor- 
tunity 
to enlarge oar trade would 


have been aa 
unpardonable error. 


' TO INCREASE EXPORT OF PRODUCTS. 
This meihod expresses in advance the 


consent of congress to reciprocity ar- 
rangements affecting 
these products, 


which otherwise] must have been delayed 
until each treaty was ratified by tho aen- 
ate and necessary legislation enacted by 
congress. Experience has ehown that 
some treaties toward reciprocal trade 
have failed to secure a two-thirds vote of 
tho senate for ratification, and others 
which havo passed that stage havo for 
years awaited the concurrence of the 
house and the senate in each modifica- 
tions of our revenue law as were neces- 
sary to give effect to their provisions 
Indications thua far given arevery hope- 
ful of early and favorable action by coun- 
tries from which we receive onr large 
imports of coffee and sugar, and it is 
confidently believed that if Bteam com- 
munication with these countries can be 
promptly improved and enlarged the 
next year will show a moat gratifying in- 
crease in our exports of bread etuffa and 
provision!), as well as some important 
lines of manufactured goods. 


TO ASSIST 1HKRICAN ITElliaiUTS. 


The recommendation contained in my 


laet annual message in relation to the 
development of American steamship 
lines is urged again. The steamships 
carrying mails and passengers steadily 
and frequently is the first condition of 
foreign trade. It givep to sailing vessels 
such cargoes as are not mrgent or perish- 
able and indirectly promotes that im- 
portant adjunct of commerce. There is 
now both in this country and in the na- 
tions of Central and Sonth America 
con- 


fidence aa to the increased trade that 
will give double valve to your prompt 
action upon this question. Increased 
subsidy to tbe ocean steamship compa- 
niee for carrying mails between Ban 


Francisco and Australia is urged, if we 
are not willing to see this important 
U»a-jishiu iiiw withdrawn or continued 
rfitb. Yancover eubstitat«d for Ban Fran- 
ciioasthe American terminal. 


TO IXCEIASE THE SUBSIDY. 


Congress should empower the post- 
master-general to order an increased 
subsidy for the transportation of this im- 
portant mail. The south and gulf none 
occupy very favored poaitiona lor trade 
with South American state* with steam- 
ship lines which connect with this rail- 
way system before a continuous line of 
railway can be bnilt. The International 
American conference recommend the 
building of an intercontinental line, and 
the President recommendi that a charter 
for such a mad be granted, but that it do 
not include any guarantee of the invest- 
ment, or antboriiu more branchei m the 
United States than are strictly neces- 
sary. Prompt action should be taken in 
this matter BO that new reciprocal trade 
may be relieved from tribute exacted by 
transacting it through Europe. 


fOB BELIEF OP SBPHEME COURT. 


The bill for the relief of the supreme 
court is now in position where final ac- 
tion can easily ba taken. The salaries 
of tbe district judges should be read- 
justed ao that they shall not receive Ifcra 
than $5000 per annum.

ItECOMMEXUS I'ABKAGK OF SEVERAL LAWS. 


The enactment o[ a national bankrupt 


law is mill regarded as very desirable. 
Uniform rules uhonld bo provided for 
the administration of the affairs of in- 
solvent debtors. The recommendation 
is also renewed in favor of legielatiuii 
aifordiug si juat copyright protection for 
foreign authors on a footing of reciprocal 
advantage for American authors abroad. 
It may still be possible for this congress 
to inaugurate by suitable legislation a 
movement looking to the uniformity and 
increased safety in the use of couplers 
and brakes upon freight trains engaged 
in interstate commerce. 


FOR IRRIGATION. 


The subject of the conservation and 


equal distribution of the water supply of 
the arid rccions has not yet been put 
upon a satisfactory and permanent baiis. 
The urgency of the subject grows out of 
the danger that the water supply and 
sites for neceseary catch basins may fall 
into the hands of individual or private 
corporations. All unappropriated water 
sources and' all necessary reservoirs 
should be held bv the government for 
equal use, at fair rates for homestead 
settlers who will eventually take up 
these lands. The United States should 
not undertake the construction of dams 
or canals, but should limit the work to 
such surveys and obaervationa as will 
determine the water supply both Bur- 
face and subterranean; the areas cap- 
able of irrigation and the use of and 
storage capacity of reservoirs. The use 
of water "aud reservoir sites might be 
granted to the respective seats of coun- 
ties or to individuals or associations on 
condition that the necefiflary worka bo 
constructed and water furnished at fair 
rates without discrimination. It were 
almost better that these lands should 
remain arid than »hat those who occupy 
them should become slaves of unre- 
strained monopolies controlling tbe es- 
sential element of the land values and 
crop results. 


TUB SEED OP POETA.L TELEGRAPH. 
In regard to the postal telegraph the 


president thinks tbe government should 
not ewn ite telegraph lines, but might 
well contract with the teleuwph com- 
panies to transmit communications at 
special rates, just as it now contracts 
with the railroads to carry the maila. lie 
recommends such laws shall be passed 
its will enable thn postoffice department 
to test this by practical experiment. 


THE FKDEHA1, ELECTION LAW. 


The remainder of the message is de- 


voted to tho consideration of necessary 
reforms in the regulations of elections. 
The President calla attention to the ne- 
cessity of a stringent law providing for 
federal supervision of congressional elec- 
tions, and says that the probable effect- 
iveness of such a law is evidenced by the 
character of the opposition that has been 
made to it. lie also exys that nothing 
can be further from the truth than the 
claim that such a law is a new exercise 
of federal power and an invasion of the 
rights of the states. 
The President 


points out that a law providing for the 
federal 
supervision 
of congressional 


elections is already in existence. He 
also says it is not a question whether we 
shall have a federal election law, but 
whether we shall have an effective law, 
an the present one stops juat short of 
effectiveness. He dwells on the neces- 
sity of having every safeguard thrown 
around the ballot, and declares that 
"sarely there is nothing section*! about 
the creed." If it flhaH happon that the 
penalties of the laws intended to enforce 
these rights fall here and not there it is 
not because tho law in sectional, bat be- 
cause happily the crime is local snd not 
universal; nor should it be forgotten 
that every law whether relating to elec- 
tions or to any other ftnhject, whether 
enacted by a Rtate or by the nation, has 
force behind it." 


TII1T SHOULD WASTE KO TIMH. 


President Harrison, in closing his 


message, Bays: "I venture to remind 
you that the brief time for the consider- 
ation remaining for the important legis- 
lation now aivcitingyonr attention offers 
no margin for waste. 
"If tbe present duty is diicbarged 


with dilligence and cournge, the work of 
the Fifty-first congress may be con- 
fidently submitted to tbe consideration 
of the people."

WASHINGTON, December 1.—The an- 


nual report of the secretary of the inter- 
tor etatea that the vacant lands of the 
United States, exclusive of those 
in 


Alaska, at present extend over 586,210,- 
801 acres, of which 282,772,439 are al- 
ready surveyed. Alaska contains 577,- 
390 square miles, or 309,529,050 acres, of 
which not more than 1000 acres have 
been entered. The aggregate reaches

for the inspection of neat cattle an 
sheep for Ciport from the United State 
to Great Britain and Ireland and th 
continent of Europe, anil without sue 
inspection no cattle or sheep can be ex 
ported from our ports to the countrie 
aforesaid. At the same time and by th 
same authority all cattle, sheep an 
other rnmlnante and swine importe 
into the United States must be entere 
through certain designated ports an 
undergo inspection and quarantine i 
accordance with the regulations pre 
tcribed by the secretary of agriculture.
